rs, EACE OF mind! In all the world there is 
q ») probably nothing more sought after. Some- 
it times we get to thinking that peace of mind 
depends on circumstances. But some persons are 
at peace in the midst of battle, while others can- 
not find it in a walled garden. To have peace, we 
do not have to wait until the nations are at peace; 
the nations wait on us. 

What is outside of us may make it easier for 
us to learn to be at peace, but peace is for hard 
as well as easy times. It is not a lucky accident. 
the result of good fortune. Those who have peace 
of mind can meet good fortune profitably and mis- 
fortune profitably. 

Peace is an inward, not an outward state. When 
we have attained to the spiritual qualities on 
which peace depends, things have no power to dis- 
turb our peace; if we do not have the qualities we 
have no assurance of peace even if things outside 
of us happen to be in order. 

Peace is an achievement. Peace is a discipline 
we put upon ourselves. It is freedom from fear. 
It is the conquest of hate. 


The suns and planets are at peace as they whirl 
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through space. The tides ebb and flood, the sea- 
sons come and go—they are all part of the peace 
of nature. There is no least particle in space, no 
iota of energy that does not serve in making up 
the divine balance, that does not have its function 
in the eternal scheme. 

So it is with man. He is at peace when he ful- 
fills his function, when he obeys the laws of his 
being, when he is true to his inner nature. 

But man is a spiritual being. And to be true to 
his own inner nature, he must develop spiritual 
qualities.

When 
we lose ourselves in joyous work, we are so much 
at peace that we are not aware of ourselves. 

Peace comes from communion with nature. To 
rest by a running stream, to walk in a wood, to 
lift our eyes to the stars at night, to rise at dawn 
and go into the fields to greet the sun, to watch the 
lights come on along a city street in the evening— 
there is peace in these. 

Peace comes also from communion with our- 
selves. It comes from lofty thought, the mind's 
detached pursuit of Truth. It comes from prayer, 
the heart's attachment to the Truth. Prayer is the 
technique of peace. Prayer is the science of peace. 

Peace comes also from companionship. We are 
at peace when we feel our heart beating in tune 
with other hearts and with the vast pulse of the 
world. We are at peace when we extend our hand 
in friendliness or help. 

Peace comes from recognition of the congenial 
spirit of the universe, of the harmony at the heart 
of being. To feel our kinship with other living 
things is to be at peace. For this is to feel that 
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we are part of life, a member of God's family, at 
home in the universe. 

When we have come to feel that life has mean- 
ing, we have come closer to peace.
